D. S. S. Maine Utterly Destroyed iu 
Havana Harbor With Terrible 
Loss of life. 



Tremendous Explosion Catch s Sail- 
ors iu Their Buuks and They 
Drown Like Kats. 



Brave Men Sacrificed in Preventinjj 
Further Disaster by ITlood- 
, ing- Gun Cotton. 



Havana, Feb. 10. — The shattered and 
torn hull of the United Statea battleship 
Maine lies at tbe bottom of Havana har- 
bor, a tomb for at leaat 25;! of her crew. 
She blew up at 9 :10 o'clock laat night 
by an explosion well forward, under the 
men's quarters. Her magazine is further 
back, between her coal bunkers. Some 
of the watch and a few of the oflicera 
and crow who were on ahore cecaped. 
The explosion, which shook tbe city 
from one end to the other, created the 
wildest excitement. Ail tbe electric 
lights were put oat by tho shock. Fire 
engines rushed in all directions and no 
one knew for certain whence the explo 
aion came. Some started the report 
that it was tbe arsenal, others said it 
was a shell, and it was not until 11 
o'clock that tbe real cause was known 

The Maine, at the- time of tbe acci- 
dent, was at anchor about 500 yurda 
from the areenal and some 200 yards 
from the floating dock. Her Hteel ujjper 
deck forward was completely lifted and 
turned over on her starboard side. None 
of tbe big guna in tbe turrets are visible. 
She is slightly listed to port and all for- 
ward of her masaive cranea for unloadtLg 
shipa boats baa completely disappeared. 
The big funnela lie flat upon the twisted 
and gnarled iron bracea and piecea of 
Bteel deck. From the funnels ult the 
ebip seems to bo intact. Shehaa aettled 
until the water has covered the top of 
tier i,upor8tructureand the Sloan search- 
light and one rapid tiring gun lotk over 
tbe water just below it. 

It is reported that tbe disasler was 
due to the explosion of tbe boiler of the 
dynamo macdine on board the Maine. 
Tbe first explosion is said to have been 
caused by over aix hundred pounds of 
gun cotton, aud tbe subsequent explo- 
sion IB alleged to have been caused by 
eJiellfl and cartridges. 

All the navy tiro brigade and the navy 
ofbcers were immediately ordered ou 
duty, Stretcbera for tboae of the 
wounded were sent to tbo scene by tbe 
tir(> brigade, and the headquartera of 
the Red Oroas Society waa called upon 
to eend four atretchera, aud men were 
eeut to patrol the Bcene of the diHaaler 
and pick up the dead and wounded. 
Tbe Spanish cruiser Alfonso XII., wbicli 
was anchored near to tbe iMaine, low- 
ered her boala aud aavcd 37 of tbo (;rew 
of tho Maine. 

Lieut. Commander Wainwright ol the 
IMaino was half undressed at U o'clock, 
aud was waiting in hiscabinnezt to-thai 
uf Captain Sigebee when the explosion 
occurri'il and jjut out the electric lights. 
Lieut. \\' .'.in Alight itiou lit a matcn aud 
weul. to Ca,>taiij Sigsbee'a cabin. The 
C,ii)ti'.in, u apper.re, bad been blown 
ironi tna bed but waa niuiijiired. They 
both went on deck aud uuieicd v. force ul 
men to flouil tiie 2,500 pouiuia ut gun cot- 
ton whicii waa on board. Tho order waa 
carried out. Tho men never returned, 
but Havana was saved from a still more 
terrible exploBion. 

The largo number of deallia reported 
among the crew is said to be duo lo the 
fact ttiat most of them were asleej) be- 
low at tbo time of tho explosion. Most 
of tho ottioera saved were dining on 
hoard tho Ward line steamer City ol 
Waahingtou. The Spanish cruiser Al- 
fonso XII, which for some time after tbe 
explosion was in great peril, was anchor- 
ed at a greater distance from the burn- 
ing warship. She lowered her boats and 
took part in the work of rescue. 

Tbo first of the American sailors to 
reach the wharf wore swimming. Throe 
sailors who escaped fell aeuseless juat us 
they reached a place of safety. 

One of the Maine's oflicera, who ia 
being cared for at tbo sanitary head- 
quarters, ia Borioualy wouuiled. Ho is 
very young and la believed to have been 
the oliicer on guard at tbo time of tbe 
diaaster. Ho is said to have iisked for a 
priest to make hia conlession. 

Sjineof the wreckage of the iMaine fell 
on board the City of Washington and 
knocked two holoa iu her deck. The 
chaplain, Kev. J. P. Chadwick, went on 
board the Alfonso XII in order to ad- 
minister to the wounded. 

A Spanish naval officer says that Gap- 
tain .SiKsbee was tbe last man to aban- 
don the ainking ship and he remained 
alongside tho wreck us long as it was 
pi)3HUjle to do anything in the way of 

ICBCUO. 

Captain Sigabee, intorviowcd tbia 
evening by ilie corrodpondent of tbe 
Aaaociated Preea with reforenco to tbo 
c.iuee of tbe explosion, said : " I cannot 
yetdetermine the cause, but competent 
liivoatigation will decide whether tbo 
explosion waa produced from an interior 
or exterior cause. I cannot say anything 
until after such investigation has been 
Hindu. 1 will not and cannot conscienti- 
ously anticipate tho decision, nor do I 
wish to make any unjust OHlimate of tho 
reason lor tho disaster." 

On board the Ward line steamer City 
of Washington, at midnlght,.one of the 
ofilcers of the Maine stated that at eight 
o'clock last night all tbe magazines on 
board tho battleship were closed and the 
keys turned over to Capt. Sigabee. The 
explosion occurred at 0:-ir) p.m. The 
officers then rujbed ou deck and assisted 
in lowering a boat and in trying to rea- 
cuo tbo men in tbe water. 

Another ofliccr aaid : " I was aitting 
with two more ofhoora in the meas room 
when a heavy explosion occurred. It 
was so heavy that we understood the 
ship would be lost and we w^ut uu tho 



upper deck and found she had been 
wrecked by an exploaiou, that sbo waa 
on tire and sinking. All efForta wore 
then directed towards lowering the boats 
and savin<; lived, but tne Maine settled 
quickly on the bottom of the harbor, 
only her upper works remaining 
above water. A number of boats 
from tbe Spanish warship Alfonso 
XII. and those from the Ward line 
Bteamer Oityof WaBbihgton.camealong- 
Bido and rendered assistance. Twenty- 
four men, slightly wounded, were car- 
ried on board the City of 'Washington 
and the rest of the woundpd on board 
of tho Alfonso XII. Afterreceiving as- 
aiatance from the naval doctors they 
wore aent to tho military bospitala." 
This ofTicer said the explosion occurred 
aomewhere in the forward part of the 
midabips section of tbo ship. Many of 
t 10 crew, who wero below al tbe time of 
tlie explosion, were unable to escape, 
and tboae who aucceede i in reaching the 
upper deckejdaved their lives with great 
difficulty with tho aeaistance of tho ofE- 
cera and men on watch. 

At two o'clock in the morning, while 
tho correspondent of tbe Aaeociated 
Preaa was going ashore, there was 
another terrible explosion. At that 
time boats from the Spanish steamers 
Colon and Mexico were taking the 
wounded men ashore after having saved 
them from tbe water. . 

Among the wounded was .Tames Rowe, 
ahip's cook. He aaid : " I turned in at 
eight o'clock and all was quiet. The 
next I remember I felt myaelf turning 
over and over and falling heavily upon 
tbo deck throueh a maaa of smoke. 1 got 
on my feet and worked my way on deck. 
When I got there the superstructure 
deck waa dippinir under water and I 
jumped over board to keep from being 
drowned. J waa picked up by a boat 
from tbo Spaniab man-of-war. With 
mo were Daniel Cronin, a landsman ; 
Charlea Berryman, boate wain's mate; 
Albert John, seaman, and John Bloom- 
er, a landsman. The whole bow was 
blown out of tho ship. Tho last I saw 
of her, her bow was under and her stern 
sticking np. Tbe explosion may have 
taken place in her little magazine where 
they kept the gnn cotton for torpedoes. 
Her big magazine conld not have ex- 
ploded or there would not be enough left 
of her to make toothpicks." 

New YoKK, Feb. ]G. — A special cable 
to the Evening World from Havana aaya 
tbo oflicera of tbo Maine state that the 
explosion was in the central magazine, 
and that the Maine was raised out of the 
water and then went partially to ' pieces. 
It continues : 

"The Burgeon was talking in the ward 
room at tho moment of tbo exploaion. 
Then came the atupendoua ahock. All 
the officers below ruabed on deck, but 
could get no further forward than the 
middle super structure on deck. Only a 
very few of the jackies ever got from 
below. 

The water rn'sbed oyer them and they 
were crashed aifd'drowned but not man- 
gled. The ofiScers on deck narrowly 
escaped. From tho officers' mess they 
had to climb out through water and 
wreckage waist-deep. Tbe ladder from 
tbo after torpedo compartment was 
jammed with men atruggling for life. 
AH aeree that a double explosion oc- 
curred from tbe natural reault of an un- 
der-water explosion of tho magazine." 

Tho account of the paasoneers on tho 
Ward lino steamer City of Washington, 
which was lying 300 yards from tho 
Maine, bears ont the foregoing state- 
ment. Brasd pipe, angle iron, etc., fell 
in showers on the decks of tbe City of 
Washington, so injuring two boats that 
when lowered they wore useless. Out 
of the donee emoko camo anguished cries 
for help. Simultanennaly with the 
cesaation of tbe falling fragments search- 
lights were thrown on the wreck and its 
load. of agony. Spanibh boats from tbe 
shore joined those of the Oity of Wash- 
ington alongside at once. 

W'AsiiT.vfiTON, I'\'b IG. — Naturally the 
newB of tbe wreckine: of tbe battleship 
Maine in Havana harbor last night 
created intense excitement in this city, 
Tbo firat newa of tbe diaaater waa ro- 
cfiived at an early hour this morning by 
tbe secretary of tbo navy in tbe follow- 
ing telegram from Captain Sigabee, com- 
mander of tho Maine: 

" Maine blown up iu Havana harbor 
9 : I0 and deatroyed. Many wounded and 
doubtless more killed. Wounded and 
otiiera on board the Spanish man-of-war 
and Ward line steamer. Send lighthouse 
tenders from Key West for crew and few 
pieces of equipment. No one had other 
clothes than those upon him. Public 
opinion should be suspended till further 
report. All officers supposed to be 
B.Tved. .Tenkina and Merritt not yot ac- 
counted for. Many Spanish oflicera, in- 
cluding represen'tativea of General 
lilanco, now with mo and express aym- 
patby.'' 

The ordera for tho ligbthouae tender 
wero at once pent to Key Weat in 
plain language, thus avoiding tho delay 
that would have arisen from tbo use of 
ciiiher. 

Tho Preaident and Eoveral of hia cab- 
inet aesociatea had an extended confer- 
ence about noon. It was not a cabinet 
Conlimicd cn j)age Tno.

MoN-TREAi,, Feb. 16.— (Special)— Refer- 
ring to the reports of Mr. Mann's inabil- 
ity to charter steamers on the Pacific 
Coaat, to the threatened hostile Ameri- 
can bonding regulations at Fort Wran gel , 
and to the opposition to- the. ^contract 
Contractor Mackenz'e eaid berei:. " We 
have no occasion to worry- over any of 
those afl'aira. My contract baa been 
signed, and I see no reason to donbt it 
will will be raliQed by parliament. Too 
much ia being made out of unfriendly 
American legislation. I believe every- 
thing will be arranged amicahly. 
In any event, Canadians have a 
right to navigate tho Stikine 
river and ateamboata can ply ou it for 
five montba of tbe year. , We havo threo 
outfits on route already, and the lino is 
being located. Until this work ia com- 
pleted there ia no necessity for rushing 
moo to the North. Wo will begin rock 
blaating operationa in April. 

"Will wo complete the line before 
September? Without a doubt, else we 
ahonld not have nndertaken the job. At 
leait 4,000 men will beemployf d. Many 
will probably come from the East. It 
is probable the government wllLeventu-^ 
ally extend the projected TesIin Eake 
road to a point on the Canadian'- '.sea- 
board; for instance, ^to a point bn'-A'lice 
Arm or on the Portland Canal. We 
tendered, liko tbo Rotbechiids, for a 
railway from Pyramid Harbor, Alaska, 
via tbe Dalton trail, but the government 
decided that tbo line must be entirely 
within Canadian territcrv." ■ ' 



THE GKAND TRUNK'S MISTAKE. 

HelpinK United States Allies to Divert Klon- 
dike Outfittins From Canada. 

Montreal, Feb. 16.— The Herald says : 
"The fact bas excited comment in tho 
city that the Grand .Trunk' 'railway sys- 
tem is advertising for Klondike business 
via Chicago, St. FanI and Seattle, and 
tho Dyea route, with no reference what- 
ever to Victoria or Vancouver. Surprise 
has been expreased that one of the great 
Canadian railways should appear to bo 
tbua helping tbe outfitting tirade of 
American coast citiea, instead of doing 
what it could to carry passengers to a 
Canadian terminus." •

He miiilo the beat preeentment yet forth- 
coming from the treasury benches. He 
announced ttiat arraDgementa will be 
made to build a railway to Obaervatory 
Inlet as eoon as possible, also a railway 
from Edmonton through a Teace river 
pass to Telegraph Creek, Ho claimed 
that the contract with Mackenzie c<i 
Mann did not give them a nacnopoly, 
and that parliament could charter any 
other company if it choae. Mr. Haggart 
replies to him to-morrow. 

Hamilton Smith, of the London Ex- 
ploration or Rothschild's syndicate, 
■which is seokinRthe Dal ton trail charter, 
has submitted aiiotlier oO'er to the rov^- 
ernmeat. The coinpaay will bnild this 
2S6 miles of railway for a eubeidy of 
-5,000 acres per mile,eelccted in alternate 
blocliS, alontr the lino of railway after 
the first 53 luilee, which would be clear 
ofChilkoot, and in addition they will 
build the Stikine-Teelin road for a simi- 
lar subsidy. This company will press 
for its charter this season and will in- 
troduce its bill in the senate, where it 
will certainly pass. The government 
will then be forced to aesume the respon- 
sibility of rejectinK it. 

Premier l<aarier informed Mr. Tslc- 
Innes that although not definitely ad- 
vised by Major Walsh the government 
had reason to believe that he iseued an 
order requiring alJ persons entering the 
Yukon to carry with them provisions for 
not less than eix months. To avoid 
misnnderstandings the police stationed 
at the frontier were instructed in the 
early part of this month that they could 
do no more than advise people not to 
proceed to the interior with less than 
six months' provisions, there being no 
authority under which force could be 
employed. 

Colonel Prior to-day called attention 
tu the announcemeat that two companies 
of American infantry are to be sent to 
Dyea and Skagway. He asked if the 
Dominion government had proteeted, as 
this IB disputed territory. 

Sir Wilfrid Uwrier replied that no 
pr6t«pt baa been made.; While Dyea 
is certainly in disputed territory, the 
United States government has been in 
occupation since 1805. The boundary 
question ia now receiving the earnest 
consideration of the government. 

Senator Macdonald to-day brought np 
the matter o( the exclusion of Japanese 
from Canada. He had no objection to 
either Chinese or Japanese coming into 
the country as laborers, bat thought 
they should be prevent^ from taking 
up the mineral lands of the Yukon. The 
government should act at once eo that 
notiScation may be forwarded to these 
people by their own consuls that they 
will not be allowed into Klondike. 

Hon. David Mills eaid Japan was re- 
cognized as a civilized nation and was 
subject to the duties and privileges of 
the country within the domain of inter- 
national law. Moreover, Japan was a 
powerful nation as well as a civilized 
one, and personally lie doubted if it 
■nouldbea practical step to attempt to 
place the people of that nation on a 
difl'erent footing from other civilized 
nations in this regard. The subject then

Petails of the "Clara Nevada" Disaster 
Brought on the "Queen." 

Nanaimo, Feb. lG.-(Special)-The 
steamer Queen, from the North, arrived 
here at G o'clock this evening. She 
brought confirmation and complete de- 
tails of the story of tbo wreck of the 
Clara Nevada.

NEWS OF VANCOUVER. 

The Islander Leaves Much Tralfic— Alleged 
Find of Rubies— New Daily Paper. 

Yancouv!;!!, Fe\). 10. — (Special)— Tlie 
steamer Islander will get away about 
midnight. She leaves enough freight 
and passengera behind to fill a duplicate 
steamer. Two hundred tons of freight 
and hundreds of horses and dogs weie 
not touched, 

Capt. Johnson, better known as "Old 
Johnnie," was burned to a crisp in the 
destruction of several buildings belong- 
ing to tlio Leamy & Kyle Mill Co. at 
2 o'clock this morning. Deceased was 
an aged sea captain and one of the pion- 
eers of Vancouver, widely known 
throughout the mainland. The property 
damage by the lire is said to have been 
covered by insurance. 

There is much talk in town to-night 
over a find in rubies l)y a bricklayer 
named B. Baily seven miles from Van- 
couver near the Fraser river. Some fine 
samples were brought in to-day and 
men havo gone out to searcli further. 
The gems are found in a broken volcanic 
matiix in which apparently perfect 
stones of coiiBiderablo size are numerous. 
The eaiiiplea were shown to several ox- 
pert jowellera wlio at onco pronounced 
them genuine. The place where the find 
was made is on the high levels above 
New Westminster. The excitement 
caused by the newa ol the find, in spite 
of an attempt at secrecy, has induced 
numbers to hurry to the scune. 

Charles F. Tilley, purser on the 
steamer Fmpress of India, died this 
morning at St. Paul's hospital after a 
period of great Buffering. The late Mr. 
Tilley was a son of 8. L. Tilley, who 
moved here with his family before the 
fire. " Charley " Tilley was very gen- 
erally popular. 

A. C. Stewart sued J, W. Rickers for 
!f5,U00 for accidentally Bhooting him in 
the arm while showing him a revolver in 
hia store. The case terminated yester- 
day, Stewart obtaining a verdict ol

meeting, as no notices had been 
sent. The disaster to the Maine 
was the only topic considered 
About noon tbo "cabinet ollicere came 
from the president's oliico. One of them 
stated that tbo president had t;iven di- 
rections that all information shoulil be 
given to the public, lie stated that a 
private dispatch to Secustary Long 
sinned Rea stated that the loss was over 
270, but this was not official and Mr. 
Long considered tbo estimate too high. 

While Secretary Long was with the 
President, the following despatch from 
Gaptain Sigabee was brought to him : 
" Advise sending wrecking vessel at 
once. Maine submerged except debris, 
mostly work for divers now. Jenkins 
and Merritt still missing. Those known 
to be saved are: Officers, 21; unin- 
jured crew, IS; wounded now on board 
Ward line eteamer, in city hospital 
and at hotel Oi). As far as known all 
others went down on board or near the 
Maine. Total lost or aiiSBing, 253. 
OHicera and men have no more than a 
part of a suit of clothing and that ia wot 
with harbor water. Officers eavetl are 
uninjured. Am preparing to telegraph 
list wounded and saved. Will send all 
wounded men to liospital." 

Two members of the cabinet who 
spent some time with the President, 
stated that everything so far received 
showed that the loss of the Maine was 
duo to an accident. 

Washington, Feb. 16. — ^The Maine 
was looked upon as one of the beat ships 
in the navy. She was a battleship of 
the second class and swift, Iiaving many 
times made 17,l( knots an hour. She 
had vertical turrets and two military 
masts. Her armament was compoaed of 
four 10-inch broech-loading guna in her 
main battery and seven (i-pounder and 
eiglit 1-pounder rnpid-liring guna and 
four gattlinpa in her secondary battery, 
together with four torjiedo tubes. Cap- 
tain Sigaljee is one of the most capable 
officera in the navy. lie was selected to 
take the Maine to Havana because of 
tlie great confidence the navy depart- 
ment has in !iis ability tocopo with any 
crisis. The Maine cost the government 
between two and a half and three mil- 
lion dollars and had a crew of 354 officers 
and men. 

According to the list compiled and 
iseued by the navy department to-night 
25S lives were lost. In tlie list of the 
dead are the names of Lewis L, Barry, 
Halifax, N.S. ; John Dolan and VVm. J. 
Fewer, St. John's, Ndd., and Hartley 
Fountain, Quebec city. 

The following cablegram was received 
to-night by the state department from 
Consul General Lee at Havana : " Pro- 
found sorrow is expressed by govern- 
ment and municipal authorities, consuls 
of foreign nations, organized bodies of all 
sorts and cltizons generally. Flags are 
at halt maat on the government palace, on 
shipping in the harbor and in the city. 
Business is suspended and the theatres 
are closed. The dead number about 
2G0. Tlie officers' quarters being in the 
rear and the seamen's forward, where 
the explosion took place, accounts for 
the greater proportion at loss of sailors. 
Funeral tu-morrow at 3 p.m. Hope our 
people will repress excitement and 
calmly await decision of court of in- 
quiry." 

NewY'ouk, Feb. IG. — Great interest 
was felt at the Cuban junta to-day in 
the disaster to the Maine. Some of the 
Cuban patriots did not hesitate to say 
that the ailair was the result of Spanish 
treachery, but the more composed men 
hardly believe that the Spanish govern- 
ment could countenance such work. 
They are inclined to think that if the 
explosion was not the result of an acci- 
dent it was merely the work of some 
Spanish fanatic. 

Madrid, Feb. IG. — The following offi- 
cial notices haa been issued : " News of 
the disaster to the Maine has caused a 
painful impression in l\Iadrid. It was 
at first feared that there had been eoiue 
action of iniprndenco to wliich the cataa- 
troohe was attributable. Afterwards, 
as the details arrived, the fears were dis- 
pelled and took the form of a feeling of 
sympathy and sorrow for the misfortune 
which has occurred, 

"The captain general commanding 
the arsenal, the sailors of the cruiser 
Alfonso XII., the crewa of the merchant 
vessels, and all the available forces, 
hastened to succour the injured. 

" The government has expressed to 
Minister Woodford the regret it feels at 
tho catastrophe, more especially as it 
occurred in waters within Spanish juris- 
diction." 

Admiral Chacon, the commander-in- 
chief of tho S])aniBh navy, in the coureo 
of an interview to-day said : "Tho war- 
ship Maine had on board a new explo- 
sive Ixieed on gun cotton, manufactured 
by a special pracccB." Such explosives, 
hu added, were very dangerous, the 
slighteat friction causing an explosion. 
He believed the disaster was due to such 
a cause. 

London, Feb. 16.— The Daily News, 
commenting on the disaster to the 

Maine, says: "The disaster reaches 
tlio very extremity of horror. Tho pub- 
"ng of the world, shocked by this dire 
calamity, will do svell to imitate the re- 
straint imposed on that of tlie United 
States by the Washington government 
and tho captain of the ill-fated siiip." 

Tho Mornini; Post, in an editorial of 
profound sjmpatliy, expreaees the hope 
that certain American senators who 
have " allowed thomEelves to talk rather 
wildly," will Buspond judgment. Tho 
paper thinks tho disaster the result of 
accident, but fears the real cause will 
never be known. 

The Daily Ohronicle eays: " The sor- 
row and sympathy are little less vivid 
than if tho casualty had happened to 
one of onr own pbips." It thinks the 
theory that tho boilers burst absi'rd, and 
after orpreBtiniz the opinion that there 
ia "no aj)paifcnt juHtiflcatlon of foul 
play," it euggesta that some new and^ 



dangerous explosive which was on board 
with a view of experiment, should an 
occasion arise, exploded spontaneously 
after sufifering tho process of mechanical 
decomposition and so fired the magazine. 
The theory that the officers were over- 
hauling a torpedo at that time of night 
tho Daily Chronicle dismissea as pre- 
poBtorous, 

The Times expresses extreme sympa- 
thy with the United States with refer- 
ence to "certain ominous sounds heard 
in America." It says: "Fortunately 
for America, and for ihe world, tho 
Unitea States is not governed by per- 
sons of this type. So far not only the 
governments but the people of America 
have acted with'good sense, good feeling 
and dignity. It is fervently to be 
hoped the investigations will prove the 
cause of the disaater, although the con- 
ditions that have led up to such an acci- 
dent in Ruch circumstances are rather 
obscure."

is 80 unshapely and uid-faehioned that 
other lines present a curioua contrast to 
■other ships in port. Her bow ia round- 
ed off like the side of a wash tab. Her 
rigging at present is badly requiring re- 
pairs, for on the voyngo from Colon, 
JUBt completed, storina played havoc 
with it, ciirrying away the main must 
and Eevcral yardc, not to speak 
01 sails, rnpea, etc. The vessel, despite 
her peculiar build, has only been 
under the Pornviaii (laj; for live years 
and tiie honor ot iiur curioua desiija be- 
longs to a J )uudee ship builder. ,She is 
a wooded vessel of odS tons, and in her 
crew of thirteen men are to be fonnd 
Chilians, Peruviana, Brazilians and Par- 
aguayans- a racial mixture that is as rare 
as the Japan ia odd. Only one 
speaks English and he happens to be 
the mate. The skipper, Oapt. Gon- 
7.ales, is a typical Peruvian and knows 
not a word of English. All express 
themselves in Spanish, and although 
representing so many difFereut countries 
work tojiiethur very harmoniously. They 
are a very dark, swarthy looking num- 
ber of men and some resemble the In- 
dian of Ihia coast. The tlisciplino 
among them ia iifiite up to the 
standard merchantman and one^of the 
things, the mite yesterday stated, w 
not allowed a!)oard was wl)iskey. The 
Japan is owned by a company of I'eru- 
vians in CaUao, who do an extensive 
business with Japan, China and Call 
fornia. For a return cargo she will pro 
toably load a cargo of lumber. 

JAXHAMy'S BUSINESS STATED. 

In their monthly freight and ebipping 
r6port for January R. P. Eithet & Co., 
say : 

'I After the close of the year grain 
freights receded a good deal, but liave 
since recovered most of the fall in San 
Francisco, though rates from the North 
still remain on a lower basis. Charter- 
ing in any direction, however, is ou a 
somewhat limited scale. Lumber ton- 
nage is if possible, scarcer than ever, 
.and as the rush to Klondike has now be- 
.gnn in earnest, every steamer and all 
but a few of the sailing craft on the 
coast have been taken uj), directly or in- 
directly, at advanced figures. Coal 
charters are now ottered at nearly double 
the rates current only a short time ago, 
and they are comparatively much more 
profitable than lumber, wtiich, of course, 
keeps vessels out of the latter trade. 
I'Vom our annual salmon supplement, 
which accompauiea this circular, it will 
be seen that last year's pack was a 
record, over one million cases being put 
up. Such a result, however, ia scarcely 
beneficial to the market at large, so a 
strong combination of cannera and deal-' 
era has been entered into. Their objects 
are merely to regulate the prices of last 
year's pack and judiciously limit the 
quantity to be put up this season, with a 
view of placing the industry in a sounder 
position." 

Tin: i.sLANnicii sails. 

Hundreds gathered on the wharves to 
see the lalander sail away- yesterday. 
Every foot of the vessel was engaged or 
occunied and the noise from the crowd 
and the liOO dogs or more aboard just 
prior to the steamer sailing was deafen- 
ing and b3?/ildering.

SALE OF THE TRAIL SMELTER. 

The official announcement ot the pur- 
chase of the Trail emelter by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Eailway Company, and that 
it is to be operated at a Binall margin 
and more for the parpose of developing 
the mines around Koasland than for 
money-making, ia very important and 
very intereating. The figurea quoted by 
the Montreal Star aa those to be charged, 
namely .17.50 to cover freight and treat- 
ment, will make it possible for the lower 
grades of ore to be handled profitably, 
and the amount of these available with- 
in reach of the smelter is incalculable. 
The official annoancement of the rates 
will be awaited with great interest, for 
if they are as stated, Rosaland and the 
whole Trail region will be given an im- 
petus which cannot be estimated. 

Whether this Bale means the with- 
drawal of Mr. Heinze from the British 
Columbia field we do not know, but it is 
not inappropriate at this time to speak 
of the great good accomplished by him 
during the few years he has been 
engaged in buaineea in the province. 
The erection of the Trail smelter and 
the conatruction of the railway to Rosg- 
'and did more than any one thing to 
advance the interests of Kootenay, and 
whether he withdraws from active par- 
ticipation in its buBinesB or not, the 
name o£ Mr. F. August Heinze will always 
be remembered as that of a man who 
gave West Kootenay a helping hand 
when it was moat needed. We do not 
mean that Mr. lleixize has been actu* 
aled by purely philanthropic motives in 
what he has done. We aasume that he 
went into the smelting business at 
Trail because he saw money in it, and 
we are glad to be able to believe that he 
made money out of it. But the debt 
which British Cohiii;bia owes hiin is 
rendered none the leaa by this. It is 
the sort of debt that every country owes 
to men of energy and courage, who riek 
their money in ventures of a more or 
leaa epeculative nature. 

HON. ROBERT BEA VEIN'S LETTER 

la the interest of free discussion we 
print the letter of Hon. Itobert Beaven 
in regard to tlie contract with Jlesara. 
Mackenzie & Mann for tlie conatruction 
of tho Stikine-Tealin railway. Mr. 
Beaven makes a very wingular mistake 
when he eays that the contractors have 
engaged Mr. Carlisle, late provincial 
mineralogist, at a salary of $25,000 a 
year, because as a matter of fact he has 
l)Ben engaged by another lot of people 
and we understuiid that hia salary, al- 
though a handeoiue one, iri nothing like 
the figure named i)y our correspondent. 
There are some points in regard to the 
contract upon which Mr. Beaven is not 
tally informed. One of these ia as to 
the right of the legislature of British 
Columbia to incorporate companiea to 
build railways into the Yukon. It is 
not within the power of tho Britiflh Col- 
umbia legislature to authorize the 
construction of a lineof railway from the 
head of Lynn Canal to any point in the 
Yukon. This point waa decided by the 
judicial committee of tho J'rivy council 
,.in the Houlton Branch railway bonds 
case, whore it waa lielil that an act to in- 
corporate a railway company to build 
from a point witliin a picivinco to a point 
out of tho province waa iillra vires the 
local' leglslatnfo. Our impresBion , is 
that tho decisions go "so far as to hold 
that a provincial legislature cannot 
authorize the incorporation of a com- 
pany to build a railway within a prov- 
ince to connect with ouo outside of the 
prjvinco; but upon thie we are not 



quite certain, and it ia immaterial for 
thepurpoaoof the preaent diacuBBion, 
because a railway from a point, on Lynn 
Canal to a point on'tbe Yukon north of 
the 60th parallel would be clearly be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the local house. 

There is no doubt aa to the authority 
of the local legislature to incorpor- 
ate a company to build a line 
from . the Stikine river to Teal in 
lake, or that the legislature can incor- 
porate a company to build from a point 
on the Stikine to an open port in British 
Columbia; but there islikewice nodoubt 
aa to the right of the Dominion parlia- 
ment to incorporate a company for that 
purpose. The terms of the contract 
Boem to require the Dominion govern- 
ment to offer to Messrs, Mackenzie & 
Mann the option of building such a line 
on tho same terms as anyone elao ia will- 
ing to accept. Hence it would eoom to 
follow that if any other people offer to 
build such a railway and get a provincial 
charter for that purpose, the riglit con- 
ferred by the province will be subject to 
this option to Messrs. Mackenzie 
Mann to build tho line on the same 
torma. .So far aa the country goes this 
amouuta to very little, for it does not 
matter to tho public who builds such a 
lino, so that it is built on tho most 
favorable terms. 

Mr. Beaven thinks that the urgency 
plea will not stand investigation. This 
is very diflerent to what we used to hear. 
It ia only a few weeks since the CoLOKihT 
was daily besieged by those who urged 
that an emergency of the worst kind ex- 
isted. For months we were importuned 
to give neither the federal nor the pro- 
vincial government any rest until steps 
should be taken to secure a railway from 
the Stikine to Lake Teslin. Pressure 
came from all sides. Opponents of the 
provincial administration wanted us to 
show that body up for its neglect; op- 
ponents of the Dominion ministry ac- 
cused us of endeavoring to justify it in 
unwarranted delay. If we asked those 
who importuned us to wait until there 
had been sufficient time to collect data, 
we were mot with the eevereat kind of 
censure. We were told that a wagon 
road should be built at once, no matter at 
what cost; we were told that a railway 
should be constructed without a day's 
delay. There waa emergency enough 
then, and the Golokist can claim that it 
did its duty in making the nature of the 
emergency manifest. It urged both gov- 
ernments to act in the promptest man- 
ner possible. Action haa been taken. 
It ia not perhaps just in the shape that 
we should have preferred, if there had 
been opportunity for a choice; but there 
waa no opportunity, and we do not feel 
disposed to quarrel with'the details of a 
project which meana so much for Can- 
ada as a whole and British Columbia in 
particular. Mr. Beaven makes the point 
that the contract bars discussion of the 
C. P. R. grant, the E. & N. grant, the 
Casaiar Central or other railway pro- 
jects ■ on the part of those who support 
the Mackenzie ct Mann agreement. We 
do not see tho force of this argument. 
We had supposed that the Canadian 
Pacific contract had passed out of the 
arena of politics. Wo had supposed that 
only a few uneasy people were anxious 
to keep up a harping upon the E. & N. 
subsidy. We do not know that the conn- 
try will suffer very much if thu Caseiar 
Central contract ia taken out of the field 
of party wrangling. We also do not see 
whit earthly relation there ia between 
these matters and the Stikine-Teslin 
contract. It that project cannot stand 
on its own merits, it cannot be strength- 
ened by anything that may have been 
said or can bo said about the other mat- 
ters referred to. 

We repeat that the justification oE the 
Mackenzie-Mann contract is the emer- 
gency that exists. It is the duty of both 
governments to do everything in their 
power to provide first a winter road, 
next a trail and wagon road and next a 
railway from Stikine river to Tealin 
lake. It is also the duty of both govern- 
mentB to do everything in their power to 
keep the trade of the Yukon in the 
hands of Canadians. If these things 
are accomplished, we do not believe 
the people will be disposed to find 
any great fault with the terms of the 
arrangement under which they are 
secured. In a matter of tliis kind a few 
liundred thou-jand acres of land of purely 
epsculativo value are neither hero nor 
there, for in spite of all that may beaaid 
aa to the possibly enormous value of the 
land grant no one knows any better than 
Mr. Beaven that it ia a huge speculation 
on the part of tho contractors to accept 
any land subsidy at all. We believe that 
they cannot fail to secure under their 
aubsidy much very valuable property; 
but there ia an element ot spsculation in 
it to such an extent that Sir Richard 
Cartwright waa not wrong when he de- 
scribed this part of the agreement aa a 

huge gam ble. 

TIME FOR ACTION. 

W ith such unmiBtakablo indlcatioua 
as are before us of the determination of 
oar American neighbors to deprive ub, 
by fair meana or foul— pn ferably the 
latter— of the benefits resulting from tho 
opening of the Canadian gold fields, the 
following editorial note, appearing in 
tho Vancouver World, of 15th inat., is 
well-timed : 

Although no one can object to our 
American cousins taking acNantago of 
every legitimate means to eecaro lo 
theiuaelves such of the Klondike trade 
as is possible, it is deplorable that they 
should report to the very qaestionable, 
and even dishonest methods, of whirh 
we have dailv evidence. It would 



appear that honor has been ruth- 
leasly cast to the winds, alike by 
tho government, the press, corpora- 
tions and individuals! Never has 
there been such justification as at the 
present time for subatituting tho expres- 
sion, "Yankee sharp 'praetice," for the 
universal one of "Yankee shrewdness!" 
A fair sample of what we in British 
Columbia must expect at the hands of 
ivmeiican railroads is found in the fol- 
lowing story: A traveller through tiie 
Eastern States recently wrote to the 
Northern Pacific Railway Company for 
information concerning this ronte to 
Klondike. * In due courae he received an 
ofliciul reply, in which was aet forth tlio 
advantages to he gained in travelling 
over that line and in outfitting at 
Seattle. All this is quite justi- 
fiable and only what waa to be ex- 
pected ; but on the day following this 
communication he waa amused to re- 
ceive through the post — the senders' 
name and address not indicated— an 
envelope, inclosing a newspaper clipping 
Giving a long and harrowing account of 
a party of Kiondikera who, it was al- 
leged, had travelled by a Canadian route, 
but turned back utterly disgusted. This 
is but one of many like incidents that 
have been brought to our notice, all 
teniling to show to what limits our 
Southern neighbors will go and what we 
inuat e.Kpect at their hands. It there- 
fore behooves our people to be on t(ie 
alert and to strive by every honest meane 
to secure themselves that which is right- 
fully theirs. 

It is unfortunate, however, that the 
article doea not deal more directly with 
the more vital points at issue. Certainly 
the action of the American railways ie 
reprehensible, and calls for the strongest 
condemnation, yet what they have done 
and are doing to our detriment does not 
conatitnte the all-important evil, ai d 
they may safely be left to be dealt wiih 
by our own great transcontinental 
line, and by our merchants, wi o 
of course are the direct ButTereis. 
Of greater, far greater impor- 
tance, is the hostile attitude of tlic 
American government, so clearly dem- 
onstrated by the action of the United 
States Senate in the meaaures now be- 
fore that body, contemplating the with- 
drawal of the bonding privileges entir- 
ing the Yukon by way of Wrangel ar d 
Stikine river. 

That they are not justified under the 
treaty ot Washington in taking the ac- 
tion proposed is beyond (lueation. But 
eo little have the adminiatralion at 
Washington regarded, in the past, any 
treaty, if antagonistic to the accompliat - 
meat of their ends, that in the present 
case we must only anticipate a repeti- 
tion of the usual course, and expect to 
witness once more the moral degrada- 
tion of that great English speaking 
nation to the south. 

Alivo to this condition and realizing 
as they should the incalculable loss to 
Canada, which mnat result if we are at 
the mercy of thia unfriendly and un- 
scrupulous people, the duty of our gov- 
ernment ia clear. A strictly all-Can- 
adian route should no longer be a mat- 
ter of epeculalion, but an assured fact. 
The telegraphic despatches to the Col- 
oNi.sT of yesterday indicate that the gov- 
ernment is alive to its responsibility 
and is endeavoring to arrange for the 
speedy construction of a railway line 
from the most northerly available Brit- 
ish Columbia seaport to Telegraph 
Creek. In this endeavor the govern- 
ment should receive the undivided sup- 
port of all interested in the welfare of 
Canada. 



It may bo found that the regulation 
issued by the Dominion government in 
regard to the carriage of Canadian goods 
in American bottoms will have to be 
altered so far as they relate to river 
navigation. In the caae ot the trading 
companies doing business on the upper 
Yukon and desiring to send in 
Canadian goods by way of St. 
Michael's the regulation may work 
serious disadvantage. In view of the 
great amount of merchandise that 
will be taken up the river and the com- 
parative paucity of Canadian bottoms to 
carry Canadian goods, we are inclined to 
think that it would be very much in the 
intereet of the Yukon country if the 
trading companies were permitted to 
avail themselveB of every means of tran- 
sit oQ'ering, without any restriction as to 
what flag the vessel carries. In regard 
to the Stikine, there will not be bo much 
reason to extend the carriage of Cana- 
dian goods to American veesela ; but 
there are some roaaona why it niiglit ho 
desiraijle to exeiiii)! stuaniera on llial 
river also from the operation of tho regu- 
lation. Our objjct in mentioning the 
matter to-day is that it may be looked 
into thoroughly in the interval before 
tho navigation of the river opens. 

Mil, KicLLiE wanted to know tlie 
names of those persons who favored the 
appointment of John D. Sibbald as gold 
commiaaioner. The Premier replied 
that he would not answer on the ground 
that a reply waa not in the interest of 
public policy. We recall a reply made 
by an Eaatern premier to a similar ques- 
tion, lie said that, R|ieaking without 
discourtesy to the house, he would in- 
form the honorable member who put the 
question that it was none of his businesB 
who asked for the individual in 
question to be appointed; that the gov- 
ernment took tho responsibility of all 
appointments made by it, and that it 
would bo impossible to carry on the pub- 
lic busineaa if a government was to be 
called upon to explain why or upon 
whose Bolicitation individuala were ap- 
pointed to public ofHcea. Communica- 
tions to raembera of a government of 
such subjects are confidential, and 
should be respected as such.

V/^hat a good American thinks of the 
unfair and unneigbborly treatment of 
Canada by the United States govern- 
ment was expressed at a gathering of 
busineaa men which Mr. Percy D. White- 
head of Chicago met at the Board of 
Trade rooms yesterday afternoon. Mr. 
Whitehead ia preaident of the Gipaey 
Queen Mining Co., and is beading a 
party of twenty-one who go into the Yu- 
kon by way of the Stikine, taking with 
them material for a dredging steamer 
and a year'a auppliofl. The party brought 
nver !f5,000 worth of supplies in Victorin, 
h iving found out that Victoria was tbe 
ctieapest place to outfit. " We made a 
mistake in buying anything in the 
States," remarked Mr. Whitehead yes- 
terday, " for the money wo havo paid for 
duty would pretty well have purchased 
'an outfit here." Mr. Whitehead 
espreaaed hia appreciation for what he 
called " the liret-class treatment by 
Victoria merchants." It occurred to 
him, however, that the merchanta of 
Victorin wore not making as vigorous a 
Jcanvaea aa they might to direct outsiders 
to outfit and to show the vast saving 
that could be made in outfitting here as 
compared with Seattle, Tacoma or other 
American cities. He and his party had 
first Becured quotations in Seattle and 
Tacoma, and on comparing these with 
Victoria prices hlh party had found that 
the American cities " were not in it " as 
competitors of Victoria. His opinion 
was tbat at least 20,000 iieople would go 
to the Klondike from Ohioago alone and 
Victoria should uae every effort to show 
these people and the thousands coming 
from other parte of the States the advan- 
tages of outiitting here. As an American 
he felt grieved and sore at the rriatric- 
tions tho United States government were 
trying to pat on Canadians pasaing 
through Alaska. Men like Senator Fry 
never miaaed a chance of twisting the 
British Lion's tail, but Mr. Whitehead 
felt that if thia nonsense did not atop it 
would lend to very unpleasant relationa 
between the two countries. 

" Well, it ia not our fault," remarked 
Mr. McQuade. 

" No, it ia not," admitted Mr, White- 
head ; ''it ia the fault of the United 
States and ia hurting their own people." 

It made American miners positively 
ashamed of their own government. The 
restrictiona which the United States 
were making in regard to coasting laws 
on the Pacific were, he considered, an 
attempt to force Canada to grant 
certain privileges on the Atlantic. 
He had brought over half a dozen 
horses from the United States aide, he 
stated, but had been told by the U.S. 
consul hero rhat if he took them up to 
Wrangel on a British vessel they would 
be confiscated. 

The dillicolty could be got over, it was 
Buggested by some one else, by paying 
the duty on the horses in Victoria and ao 
making' the horaea Canadian property. 

Tho diOiculty waa that if this was done 
Mr. Whitehead did not know whether 
the United States euatoms people would 
allow tho boreea to di8W the aleighs up 
the ice through the Alaska atrip at the 
mouth of the Stikine, and if he paid 
the duty at Wrangei to make the 
horses American again would he have to 
pay a third duty at Glenora when he 
reached Canada. In fact the whole thing 
was an absurdity and he regretted that 
the United States had made such foolish 
restrictions that in (30 days he predicted 
unless Bonaething was done, tlie coast- 
ing commerce on ttie Sound would bo 
tied UD. In fiict ao sore did Mr. White- 
head ieel tbat he spoke of calling a 
meetingof American miners in town to 
protest to the United States government 
agbiast the restrictions they had made 
hurting their own people.

THE " AMUPi. " EN EOUTE. 

Late Addition to the Klondike Fleet Arrives 
at Honolulu. 

The British ateamahip Amur, which 
lias been bought by Victoria pirtiea for 
the Alaska trade, arrived at Honolulu 
February 5, en route for the Canadian 
port from North Borneo. 

The Amur had a terrible experience 
on her way over, experiencing 16 days of 
the worst kind of weather. Once she waa 
thrown on her beam ends and her coal 
shifted, and Captain Mears 
thought that she would never recover 
herself. Heavy seaa swept over her 
decks, carrying away the after deck- 
house, crushing tvfo boats and staving 
in the charthouse. The deck fastenings 
wore all more or leas loosened and the 
steamer battered up genernlly. Were it 
not that she ia staunchly built and a 
good sea boat, she never could havo sur- 
vived the terrible battering she received. 

The Amur ia a steamer ol about 1,000 
tons, schooner rigged, and was built in 
London in 1890, eapeeially ataunch, aa 
f rozen meat cargoes are carried suspend- 
ed. She has lots of room 'tween decks 
and fifteen large ventilators supply 
plenty of freah air. Her build ia such 
that she can readily fitted out to accom- 
modate a large number of paesengers. 
When in good trim, the Amur can steam 
twelve miles an hour under ordinal y 
pressure. After making some slight re- 
pairs, the Amur sailed for thia port on 
Monday. theSthinst. 

THE SALVATION SHELTER. 

It Has Provided Food and Beds for Mnny 
Poor and Meedy Persons— A Six 
Uonths' Record. 

The pemi-annunl report of the Silva- 
tion Army food and shelter depot in 
Victorin shows that ^2!)l.'l5 has been 
paid out for meals and beds; S.SlSmeals 
have been fierve<i out; 2,ii70 beds have 
been occupied, and 029 men have found 
employment from time to time in the 
wood yard in conneclicn with the shel- 
ter. Work baa been found for 19 men 
outside of the shelter, through the aid 
of the labor bureau, and two and a half 
corda of wood have been distributed to 
poor families during the month. Be- 
aides this a large stock of clothing for 
men and children has be^n given away 
to the needy. Captain Ji h'in, who his 
been in charge of the ahelier for the last 
six months, says: "Although we have had 
to deal with gon-.e of tho worat and hardest 
cases the shelter ever knew, yet there 
has not been a single fight among any of 
the men seeking shelter during the paat 
six months, indeed they all show a great 
deal of respect for the officers and em- 
ployiej. Nor can any complaint be made 
of the food eerved, for we hnvj only one 
bill of fare, the men have juat the same 
kind of food aa the oflicers in charge and 
no complaint can be 'justly made on that 
score ; it ia the same with the beds," 

Captain Juhlin explained that there 
are 18 men forking in the wood- 
yard at present, and nearly every 
day there. are aome new applications for 
work. '• You aee," he remarked, " the 
Klondike rush is drawing a lot of men 
here, and especially from the United 
States side. Many come to Victoria ex- 
pecting to strike a bonanza, get broke 
and then they come to the shelter, 
which ia not as soino think a place of 
charity, but a place where a man can be 
lifted up and become independent again, 
ft ia an efl'ectual remedy for begging as 
its doora are always open to men who 
are willing to work— others need not 
apply. A man can in one day make 
enough in the wood yard to 
keep him for two more. Tbe 
wooa yard," he continued, "is the only 
Euppnr':, for we have not received any 
outside help or donation in these last 
six months." 

In connection with tbe shelter there 
is an enquiry bureau and by its means, 
Capt. Juhlin statea, two missing persons 
were found and placed in communica- 
tion with their relatives. 



THE QUEEN, (xOD BLESS HEE ! 

Sir Wilfrid lanrier on the Jubilee Fes- 
tivities. 

'The jubilee celebration was remark- 
able chiefiy for two distinct and charac- 
teristic features. In tho first place, it 
was above all things a tribute of devo- 
tion and personal attachment to the 
Sovereign, to the noblewoman who dur- 
ing the courao of a long life in the moat 
exalted station haa ever displayed those 
qualities which grace her sex- gentle- 
neaa and generosity— nnd who at the 
aame time haa shown that she waa pos- 
sessed of those aternor attributes whith 
made her the model of sovereigns, na 
sbo was already tho model of women, 
and which have ao much endeared her 
to 80 many millions of subjects. Of all 
the touching acenea wbioh were wit- 
nessed on jubilee day none was more 
touching than tbe singularly warm, sin- 
gulary sincere expreaBiona of devotion, 
of love and of affection which spontan- 
eously went forth to her Majesty from 
her aubjecta in the poorer quarters of 
the great metropolis. 

"From another point of view the 
jubilee celebration waa as suggeativo as 
It waa irnpresBivo. It waa a revelation 
of tlie wonderful development which hae 
been attained by the Hritith Knipire, a 
revelation of ita strength, of its exten- 
sion, of its cohesion. Those who paw 
the jubilee procession from BuckinKham 
IPalace to the Cathedral of St. Paul's 
could not but have their minds carried 
back to the ancient days of Koine, to 
those famous pageants where the vic- 
torious general ascended the Via Sacra 
in a bla/.e of glory and triumph. It wae 
ft triumph, indeed, was tbat prooasaion 
from Buckinuhara Palace to the Cath- 
edral of St. Paul's; but it waaa triumph 
how (lifTeront, bow widely different, 
from the triumphs of ancient Kome. 
Une waa not a warrior coming after a 



campaign, laden with the Kory spoils of 
many provinces, or many kingdoms, or 

with tbouaands of slaves and prisoners 

fettered to hia chariot — the triumphant 
in this case waa a woman, a woman 
no longer in the flower of youth, but 
already marked by the hand of time, 
and in her cortege were tho men of 
many lam's nnd of mnny relif. ions— men 
from the black races of Africa, men Irom 
the yellow racea of Asia, men from the 
mixed races of tho West Indies; Chris- 
tians, Mohammedans, Buddhists — but 
free men all. Free men all, some of 
them wearing the uniform of the British 
army, and proudly marching to the strain 
of Enclish martial airs. And when in 
front of the noble temple, under tho 
canopy of heaven, the vast throng rev 
erently invoked the blesaingof Almighty 
God for the aged Sovereign and her vast 
dominions, a thrill paaaed over everyone 
present, and each one felt in hia heart 
the conviction that, as the Roman em- 
pire had been bniltup by force and vio 
ience, so it had been destroyed by force 
and violence; but that the Britiah Em- 
pire lived, and could live ever, upon the 
eternal lawa of freedom and justice. 

"And as it is for the British Empire 
aa a whole, so it is for every component 
part of that limpire. That is the in- 
spiration which shall ever guide us in 
the diacharge of tho duty which the 
Canadian people have entrusted to our 
care, and it is with this resolve, that 
we, on thia day, meet the Oommons of 
Canada."

Mr. Maepherson of Vancouver De- 
oatea the Address at Con- 
siderable Length. 



Ministers Eeaent the Langnagre of 
Opposition Members— Ques- 
tions Answered. 



All yesterday afternoon in the local 
legislature was taken up in the consid- 
eration of the reply to the epeech from 
the throne, the Bpeakera being MeaarB. 

Rogers, Graham, Huff and Macpherson, 
the last of whom wag upon his feet up- 
wariis of two hours, and will continue 
the debate when the house reeumeB to- 
day. The third day's consideration o£ 
the seeeional proRramme was chie0y re- 
markable for lively paaaages between the 
third member for Vancouver and the 
ministry, Mr. Macpheraou'a lanp!'jiij»o in 
aome instances being of a charncter not 
usuiil ill parliamentary debate. The 
Speaker took the chair at two, and 
prayera by Kev. Canon Beanlanda pre- 
ceded the buaineaa of the day.

THE DKIIATU ON THE SPEECH. 

Mr. Rogers (Cariboo) continued the 
debate on the speech from the throne, 
referring briefly to the present richness 
of British Columbia and the extent and 
variety of the province's resources, em- 
phasizing the ncce Jsity of the govern- 
ment doing all possible to encourage the 
developmeut of these resources by the 
construction of roads, railways, etc. He 
hoped thar a liberal policy would also 
ba pursued with reference to the foster- 
ing of aKricultural intereBfcs, by the good 
work already taken in hand by the gov- 
ernment for the instruction of the far- 
mers as to the proper nietJhods to be 
adopted in the making of the best but 
ter and cheese. Much money was yet 
being sent abroad for these products 
whicU might well be retained in the 
province, and which would no doubt be 
kept at home when the science of dairy- 
ing was better understood. Mining, too, 
should receive every aaaistance from the 
government, and the vexatious regula- 
tions at present hampering the industry 
minimized as much as possible. The 
member took particular exception to the 
imposition of mining royalties, which 
might, he said— bo matter how small — 
eventually kill the goose laying the 
goliien egg. While no government or 
individual was perfect, he thonght the 
l)iesent administration had fairly well 
a.itislied the people of the province, and 
he was iherjfore jnBlitied in continuing 
to give the government in the main his 
cordial support, while at the same time he 
felt hiiiiselt in houor bound at all times 
to cn;;i;eat iniprovenieuta where lie 
lhous;tU there Wds room for making de- 
Hirable changes, lu one instance, he 
li-.'iieved, fault was to be found. The 
ii')wer of tlio government under ordera- 
iu-CDuncil should, he tliought, be re- 
acricted, as it had been abused in the iu- 
-creaalng of the tax for water rciiuired for 
mining purposes from ••f'J.OO to ^5. This 
was, however, only a detail which 
■might very easily be corrected 
satisfactorily, and as he heartily 
■sudoraed the general policy aud record 
•jf the government he had pleasure in 
Hupportiug the motion for the reply. 

Mr. Gratiaiu (fclast Yale) referred, as 
the majority of the previous speakers 
had, to t!io magnificence of itie just 
couapieted public buildings, but pointed 
out that their cost was a very aerioua 
couskleration, especially as before the 
coustnmtion was entered upon meni- 
hura aud aujiporters of the government 
had assured the electors that $(iOO,OOt) at 
the outside would cover all costs of the 
buildings. This sum had greatly been 
exceeded; oven the Chief Cotumissioner 
of Lamia and Works assured the house 
that the figures would surprise tho 
iii'Mnbers when they were brought down, 
:ui.l lie maintained that the money 
uiiglit h.ivo been spent to greater advan- 
tage in many other waye. Ileferring to 
the ri'inarka of tho honorable member 
i(rir Cariboo (Mr. Rogers) he hold that 
when a government supporter found it 
Ilia duly to warn the government, as 
that member had done, it fairly indi- 
cated liow tho people were beginning 
til foel t(v,v:'.rd that government. Deal- 
.ng next with tlie speech of 
t.he lionorablb member for West 
Lillooet lie contrasted tho road work done 
(luring the Walkem-Beavon administra- 
tion with that accomplished by the 
present government, and challenged t!ie 
Htatemeatof thechief commissioner that 
not a dollar bad been wasted under his 
ad ministration in road and bridge con- 
fitruction. Aa to the latenesa in the 
calling together of the legiolature, owing 
to the incomplotoness of the buildings, 
he saiil that the same cxtniso was given 
last seesion, and surely tlie work could 
have Ijcen aocompliahed in the interven- 
ing year. Tho governmeut'u intentions 
liad no doubt lieon admirable, but their 
(^xeciuion called for criticism. With 
;-i;!erene(! to tlie i.onuectioii of the pre- 
mier and tho president of tlif) council 
with tlie promotion of minincrcompaiiiff, 
ho had been surprised to hear Hon. Mr. 
Tumor refer to the London Statist as a 
BcurrillouB paper— 

Hon. Mr. Turner— I did not make the 
etatement that the Rtatist was a scurril- 
ous paper. What I j did say was that if 
advortiaements wer J given that paper, 
"write-ups" woulll also be inserted. 
The same applies t' 1 many otiier London 
journals, panicula Jy linancinl pa|)era. 

Mr. Grfiham, loniinuing, touciied 
briefly upon tlm riilerencn in tiiii speecli 
to tho Victoria, A'uncouvor i*i Faaterii 
railway, rcgrettint' that tne government 
luid not seen fit tl ai.'cept the sugi;e.Ht-io!) 
(if the opposition 'and carry on the line 
.& governmeilt work, lu the fore- 



shadowed measure of redistribution he 
hoped that all parts of the province 
would receive fair consideration. Dairy- 
ing, he was pleaeed to see, would be fur- 
ther foatcred by the government — it was 
an industry of great importance, and 
while he was not prepared to say that 
much good work had been accomplished 
by the department of agriculture, he 
did regret that ijreater circulation among 
the farmers had not been given to the 
very valuable report of the department. 
As to the experiments conducted by the 
department, they should be practical 
and they should be on a scale calculated 
to produce results, a lesson being avail- 
able in this regard in the neighboring 
state of Washington. It was of no ad- 
vantage to get a few handstul of flax and 
send them to Belfast for examination. 

Hon. Mr. Turner here interrupted to 
explain that the limited quantity of flax 
sent to Ireland aa a sample had been in 
accordance with the requests of the re- 
cipients, who said that a larger (quantity 
wag qtilto unneceasary. All the experi- 
ments of the department had been on 
the practical lines suggested by tho hon- 
orable member, and be was glad to say 
these exiieriments were continually 
demonstrating the aiiccesB of the policy 
pursued by the department. 

Mr. Graham wa? glad to receive the 
information conveyed, and passed on to 
the conaideration of co-operative finan- 
cial institutions for farmers, urging that 
by means of such organizations money 
might be obtained by the agriculturists 
for tho improvement of their properties 
at greatly reduced rates of interest. As 
to the (lucationa asked and answered in 
the house, he hold that tho reply of the 
Attorney-General to his interrogation, 
that the honorable minister having said 
that no unorsnnized districts had yet 
been proclaimed under the game act was 
most unsatisfactory. The provisions of 
tho act; in this regard ehould have 
been put in force, and as a 
result there were at present hundreds of 
men in tho province who wore liable to 
the penalties of the law, if it were en 
forced, who should not be and who 
would not be if tho Attorney General 
had done his duty in proclaiming the 
unorganized districts aa contemplated by 
the act. The manner in which land bad 
been granted to the Nelson it Fort Shep 
pard railway was introduced as cause 
for complaint with the lands and works 
department, while tho speaker at the 
same time expressed salistaction at tho 
frankness of and ready acceptance of 
desirable sueeestlona by the Minister of 
Lands and Works. His final item of 
complaint was in connection with the 
collection of fees from miningcompaniea. 

Mr. Huff (Co wichan-Alberni) proposed 
to be brief in his review of current pub- 
lic affairs, but could not, lie said, allow 
tho occasion to pass without adding his 
word of congratulation to the govern- 
ment and the country on tlie coinplotion 
of the new parliament buildinga, ao 
creditable alike to their designer and to 
tho clerk of the works, Mr. Howell. If 
it was a crime to perform their duty 
well, these two gentlemen should cer- 
tainly bo hanged, (Laughter.) He be- 
lieved the recent great discoveries of 
gold in the far North, over which so 
great a portion of the population had 
gone mad, would result in' the opening 
up of an equally rich mineral section in 
tho northern districts of this province, 
and agreed that it was highly desirable 
that the government should do all in its 
power to make these districts accessible 
by roads and trails bo that now that the 
opportunity was afl'orded, tJiey might be 
thoroughly exploited. Ho believed the 
d(5velnpments of recent months in tlie 
Klondike country greatly strengthened 
the position he had taken last year with 
reference to alien labor, and held -that 
the Dominion govornmont should be 
asked to legislate in the direction of 
withholding privileges in the Yukon 
country from aliens, unless precisely 
similar privileges were accorded our 
people by the countries from which 
theso aliens came. He was pleased to 
note that an improvement bad been ex- 
perienced in the timber industry 
and . would later on in the 
session have something to sug- 
gest in the matter of the administra- 
tion of timber limits which he believed 
calculated to further foster the industry. 
To encourage farming, the tiackhoneand 
actually au|)porting industry of thecoun- 
try, much should be done. He had read 
a book recently on hoiv village Iwnksare 
operated elsewhere, and thought that 
some such scheme as that herein out- 
lined might very well be considered by 
tlie governnieut to give the farmers 
tfio advantage of cheap money 
for tho development of their propertiea. 
Referring to the excellent results already 
accomplished in the encouragement of 
dairying by means of the dissemination 
of practical instruction by the govern- 
ment, the product of home creameries 
having now supplanted the imported 
article to the great eatisfaction of the 
consumers, be instanced this as an illus- 
tration of what might be accomplished 
in other lines by the extension of the 
same intelligent policy of imparting 
))raclical instruction. Ho hoped that 
tho government would take the matter 
into consideration, and that satisfactory 
reBulta would accrue. 

Mr, !\Iacpherson (Vancouver) agreed 
with all that had been said as to the 
iiuignilicence of the new parliament 
buildings and the good work that had 
been done in connection tiierewith by 
architect and clerk of works. At the 
same time he could not endorse the con- 
struction of tho buildings as necessary 
or in the spirit of desirable economy. 
Col. Baker had said at Vancouver that 
tho parliament buildiog? had been de- 
cided upon at a period of great depres- 
sion, the government believiUK that if 
money could he borrowed at a low rate 
of interest and in this manner distribu- 
ted to the working people of the prov- 
ince, it would enable them to tide over 
tho hard times in a manner not other- 
wise possible. This being the case, lie 
asked why ade(]uate provision had 
not been made in ail contracts for 
tho giving of tho work to provincial 
artisans — the government should have 
insisted even that tho contractors 
for the little retaining wall in 
front, and for tho masonry around 
the base of tho flagpole should bo ass'et- 
ed by home labor. The situation of tho 
asylum at New Westminster was next 
dealt with, the member for Vancouver 
having accompanied Mr. Kennedy on a 
recent visit of inspection to this institn. 
tion. He had never been able to under- 
stand until he had heard the explanar 
tion of the junior member for Oowichan- 
Alberni, how it came that there were so 
many lunatics in British Columbia, but 
now that he was told it was Klondike 
madness he could understand. What- 
ever the cause of iiisanitv, the goverii- 
inont should have made better provision 
lor the comfort and care of the unfortu- 



won!d immediately ^ be taken - to 
remove the reproach from the 
country that the present condition of the 
asylum at Westminster occaaioned. 'i'tie 
government had been charged by cer- 
tain members of the opposition with 
having supporters that wore far from 
creditable; this had been denied, 
although he asserted that prisoners had 
been liberated at Westminster in order 
that they might go to tho polls and re- 
cord their votes against tho present 
member for Chilliwack. If these were 
CI editable supporters, opinions on the 
point would certainly differ. Touching 
brieflv on the expansion of the revenue, 
which he prgued was not equal to tho 
expansion k^I the expenditure, tho mem- 
ber for Vancouver dealt next with the 
proposed trail from Pemberton meadows 
to the coast, holding that it should bo 
constructed through the Squamiah val- 
ley, aa it would thereby open up to set- 
tlement a very desirable tract of country. 

Mr. Smith (West Lillooat)— Were you 
over over it? 

Mr. Macpherson did not think this 
had anything to do with the question, 
but aa ho felt that the present might be 
his - last opportunity for settling old 
scores with the member for West Lil- 
looet, he proceeded to go fully into the 
matter of this trail from Pemberton 
Meadows. InlSOjMr, Smith had, ho 
eaiii, written a certain Mr. Xelson that 
ho was doing all in his power to get the 
trail in question through, but was find- 
ing tho task extremely diflicalt owing to 
the opposition of one of the members for 
Vancouver, presumably himself. He had 
at this time recjueated Hon. Mr. Martin to 
inform him if any appropriation had 
been asked for the trail in question and 
Mr. Martin had written to Mr. Gore, 
asking him to supply tho desired infor- 
matloa. He then proceeded to read the 
reply which Mr. Gore had returned to 
the chief commissioner, to the efTeet 
that no requisition had been made by 
tho members for audi a trail. 

Hon. Mr. Martin, on a (luestion of 
privilege, took e'ccoption to the method 
the member for Vancouver had pursueil 
in obtaining information, utilizing a pri- 
vate letter as he waa doin?. Ho would 
take caro, he said, that hereafter when 
the member for Vancouver wanted in- 
formation he should ask for it in the 
proper manner by a queation, 

Mr. Macpherson, continuing, referred 
to a statement which ho had seen in a 
Boundary Creek newspaper during tho 
visit of the Chief Commissioner to that 
district last fall, with reference to that 
minister travelling through the country 
in company with one E. M. Johnsou— a 
very unique combination. 

Hon. Mr. Martin, to another question 
of privilege, denied that he liad ever 
travelled through tho country or trav- 
elled an inch in association with Mr. 
Johnson, whom he had met in tho 
country. 

Mr. Williams (sotto voce) — It would 
have been hard on E. M. Johnson. 

Mr. Macpherson continued to quote 
the paper he had referred to, and luuin- 
tained that if the minister and E. M. 
Johnson bad been travelling companions 
the association waa significant in view of 
Johnson's connection with the Ruggles' 
claim. He could not accept the chief 
coiiimisaioner'a atatement that he had 
not been travelling in Mr.- Johnsoo'a 
company, and although a committee of 
the house had whitewaabed Hon. Mr. 
Martin in this Baggies' matter, the stain 
nevertheless remained. 

I\Ir. Hufl (to a question of privilece) 
objected to the words of the member for 
Vancouver. It was an insult to the 
house, he maintained, for a member to 
assert that a committee of the house had 
whitewashed the chief commissioner or 
anyone else. 

5lr. ISryden (Xanaimo) also took ex- 
cejition to the remarks of the member 
for Vancouver in which he practically 
imputed falsehood to the chief com- 
missioner. 

jMr. Hull', with reference to the Bugg- 
ies' matter, observed that the opposi- 
tion members aa well aa the government 
supporters on the committee had joined 
in saying that the government m this 
matter were in no way blameable. It 
had been suggested that Johnson should 
be held as entitled to censure, but be iiad 
maintained that this was beyond the 
cope of the house committee. 

Dr. Walkem alsoobjected to the langu- 
age of the member for Vancouver in im- 
puting falsehood to a member of the 
House. His language waa unparlia- 
mentary and therefore objectionable. 

Mr, Speaker directed ttie attention of 
the member for Vancouver to the fact 
that hia language must be more i>arlia- 
meiitary ; wncroupon 

Mr. Macpherson apologized and con- 
tinued his address, endeavoring to dem- 
onstrate that, contrary to the atatement 
of the Chief Commissioner, money had 
been wasted in public works under bis 
control aud direction. Ue then passed 
to a criticism of the record of the Provin- 
cial Secretary, first referring to state- 
ments alleged to have been made at a 
public meeting in AVardner. 

Hon. Col. Laker — 1 never addressed a 
meeting at Wardner in my life 

Mr. Macpherson discovered that the 
atatements which tie diccusBRd were 
made in a newspaper, in wliat purported 
to be an interview with Hon. Col. Laker, 
ilealing with tho progress of Ivoolenay 
and the other neighboring sections of the 
province. He took grave objection to Col. 
Laker haviiit: in the course of a pro-elec- 
tion tour long ago lamented the batchelor 
wretchedness of. a riUmbtT of his con- 
stituents, and assured them that if lie 
were returned he would do hia beat to 
see them provided with suitable part- 
ners. The opportunity had not yet 
through Col, Baker been afl'orded these 
lonely men to get spliced. (Laughter.) 
Ool. Baker had violated hia promiao in 
not Bonding the guaranteed car- 
load of marriageable women to his 
constituents, and tiie reeiilents of 
tho Kootenay valley could never forijive 
tho neglect. (Laughter.) He asked in 
all seriousness was it an honorable 
thing for the honorable Provincial Sec- 
retary to disappoint in so important a 
matter. (Laughter.) He would leave 
tho matter to the I'rovincial Secretary 
and hid coiiecionce. Ttie ollice of tho 
agent general in I^ondon was next dealt 
with, and its workings condemned. It 
was not, the member f r Vancouver, 
alleged, conducted aa a public ofhce bo 
much as a harem. 
Hon. Mr. Turner — A what? 
Mr. Macpheraon— A haiem — surely 
you know what a harem is7 

As to railways, the member for Van- 
couver believed in their construction, 
but for the benefit of the people, not 
that a number of rich corporations 
should make fortunes by them. At tho 
present time tho corporations with a 
pull secured tho birthrights of tho peo- 
ple, as instance the Cassiar Central, 
which had Ijeon given aomo 700,00 
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uate patients, and he hoped atcpa acres of rich mining land for a period oi 



thirtv-fivo years. He held the govern- 
ment blameable' for giving to a corpora- 
tion BO great privileges in a district of 
whose richness nothing could yet 
be known. Nor did the government 
give of its bounty to corporations 
alone; its private friends were not al- 
lowed to go unrewarded. In this par- 
ticular lie referred to the bouusing of 
resident physicians whore more than 
one doctor waa located in a new com 
niunity, taking especial excejitiou to t)ie 
payment of flOO to Dr. Watt at Port 
Steele. The coal lands of the province, 
he said, had been given away ; tho 
revenue tax had been collected in an 
improperand unsatisfactory manner, and 
the premier and president of the council 
had allowed a dishonorable use of their 
names and offlciftl titles in connection 
with the promotion of stock companies. 

Mr. .Speaker here called the attention 
c! the member to the favt that he (;ould 
not read thoextracts which he waa pro- 
ceeding to ^i'liote, or make any reference 
to tho subject on which he had em- 
barked that would be calculated to pre- 
judice pubiic opinion on a matter at 
present sub judice. 

Mr. Macpherson maintained that he 
was within his right to deal with the 
matter ho was proceeding to discuss, 
and in the manner he had adopted^ a 
general discussion arising on the pomt 
raised, in the course of which 

Jlr. Cotton aupported the stand taken 
by Ilia colleague, and referred to the 
[iremier and the president of the council 
liaviug allowed themselves to be used as 
decoy ducks for the purpose of securing 
English investments. 

Hon. Mr. Pooley warmly resented the 
language used by the member for Van- 
couver city (Mr. Cotton). If he were to 
make use of tho exproaaion he had out- 
side the house, ho would reply in a man- 
ner whicli ttie member for Vancouver 
would understand. 

Mr. Cotton intimated that he would 
have no objection to eaying beyond the 
protection of the legislature anything he 
would say within the chamber. 

Hon. Mr. Turner had no objection to 
the discuBBion of the whole matter, but 
thought that the member lor Vancouver 
(Mr. Cotton) was the last man who should 
allude to another member of tho house 
as a discredited character. 

.Mr. Speaker rei|ui'stod the Premier to 
adhere to iiarliamciitary language. 

Mr. Cotton — I liave this to say and, 
Mr. .Speaker, you can order the aorgeant- 
at-arma to remove me if you will. I 
say that there is \evidence m this prov- 
ince from London to show that the pro- 
moters of this company used these inin- 
iatera aa decoy ducks for the purpose of 
inducing capitalists to put their money 
into this company. 
Mr. Speaker— This has got to stop. 
Hon. Mr. Turner— It is a lie. 
Mr. Speaker— Such a remark is un- 
parliamentary, and must not be passed. 

Mr. Hunter and Mr. Booth main- 
tained that the principle of ministers of 
the 'crown being connected with com- 
pany promotion might properly be dis- 
cussed in tho house without reference to 
the mntters forming the basis of the 
action before the courts. 

Hon, Mr. Ponley pointed out that he 
had taken the action in question at the 
(■■nrliest possible opportunity, as the 
only course open for liim for the vindi- 
cation of Ills character, aud sug- 
gested to tho member for Van- 
couver who had been speaking 
(Mr. Macpherson) that if he desired to 
discuss tho connections of the ministers 
with business concerns an abstract ques- 
tion of the principle involved might 
prop(;rly be introduced and debated, not 
involving in any way the subject matter 
of the actions in the courts. 

Mr. Speaker endorsed again this view 
of the (luestion, especially valuable in 
view of the intimate acquaintance had 
by the president of the council with the 
laws of [irocedure. Hi; could not, how- 
ever, ])eriiiit the discussiou to continue 
aa the member for V.'uicouvor desired, 
aa it introduced into the debate mattf ra 
that wore at preHent the subject of ad- 
jiulication. This waa his ruling, and if 
tho house desired to over-rule it the 
house might do so. 

Mr. Kennedy— .\ccording to you- 
rulirig, Mr. Speaker, if a member is en 
gat'cd in any disreputable practice, which 
he does not desire to have discussed by 
the legislature, all it ia neceasary for him 
to do is to get some chump outside to 
bring an action in the cuuna. 

Mr. Bogers could not Bee where eithi r 
of the miniatera waa entitled to any cen- 
sure ; on th(5 contrary, he Jield tluit thi } 
were entitled to commeiidatiun no m . 
count of their efforts to iuti^ret-t Id i'i.in 
capital in tho development of provincial 
rueources. 

Mr. AVilliama inquireil how it was 
possible to discuss in the abstract tho 
principle of ministers lending their 
names and oflicial titles to the promo- 
lion of jirivato enterprises without in- 
troducing the connections of the 
(irernier and the president of the 
council as illustration of result, (juoting 
papers, etc., as expressing the opinion 
of the people. "He agreed that the mem- 
ber for Vancouver bad gone too far in 
imputing dishonesty of motive to the 
two minintere, and thought that he bad 
properly been called to order. 

Mr. Speaker closed the conaideration 
of the (|iieBtion by intimatinir that while 
tho abstract principle involved might 
properly be debated, he could not allow 
the discussion to proceed as it had 
started. JIo would give a written ruling 
on tho point at the next sitting of the 
house, and from ( bis the house might be 
appealed to if any member desired. 
Mr. Macphereon observed that until 



this action had been taken he could not 
continue his a(idreBS, and lie accorciingly 
moved tho adjournment of the debate. 
Agreed to. 

CiUESTION OF rniVILEOI!. 

Dr. Walkem directed attention to an 
editorial paragraph in theCoLo.Ni.sr with 
reference to bis positian on the matter of 
representatives of fho press being accoia- 
! modated with quarters on the floor of 
tlio house. He did not, be said, wish to 
be misunderstood as objeclinL' to tho ar- 
rangement that had been made for the 
reporters. His remarks bad been merely 
to contrast the conditions now and in 
the old days, when he and Mr. Speaker 
had chronicled the proceedings of the 
parliamentariana. 

ui;.soi.L"rioNs adopted. 
The resolutions of which Mr. Helmc- 
ken had given notice, asking tor returns 
M to the correspondence passing between 
tho Dominion and Provincial govcrn- 
I'lGDtn on tho subject of the Indian pol- 
hudi, the scaling qu65ti3n and the Sou- 
ghees reserv.Htioii matter, were adopted 
'vithout debate; as was also the motion 
by Mr. Semlin for a return of corre- 
spondence in connection with the fur- 
nishing of the Old Men's Home at 
Ivamloops. 

(lUESTIOXS .IS.SWEHED. 

Mr Kel lie asked: I. Who authorized 
Wm. White, Q.G., to accupy a portion 
of the old government buildings in 
Kevelstoke? 2. What instructions were 
issued (if any) authorizing him to take 
possession, and to whom directed? 
3. What was the date of any correspond- 
ence forwardeil to any government ofli- 
cial authorizing Mr. White to occupy 
the buil ling as an ofiice? 4, Have any 
instructions been given to any oflicial to 
secure the ejedion of Wm.

If tlie 
government ot Nova Scotia or New 
Brunswick could see what yon have ac- 
coLupliehed they would weep and turn 
pale at their tardy and old-fashioned 
w ay of providing the country with hand- 
some; up-to-date, attractive public 
buildings such as British Columbia 
now ha?, and which are worth 
travelling hundreds of miles to see. If 
the same enterpriee chanioterized your 
municipal fathers in the beautifying of 
tho streets of the city you could have 
much in Victoria to be proud of, but bo 
long as they go pouring mud into the 
pavements, ae I saw them doing on your 
beautiful Government etreet the other 
day, you can never e.'tpect Victoria to 
ahine forth, to those who visit you, as a 
metropolitan city. That kind o£ pave- 
ment would hardly be permitted on 
country roads in some parts of Canada. 
Tlie only pavement, in the opinion of 
your humble servant, is tho one used 
largely in Eastern cities, namely 
asphalt, aud it would be very becoming 
to Victoria, for the buildings in it as a 
rule are emart, and with tho many 
Htately jiublic buil<liiigB you would with 
eomethiDg better thnn mud roads be one 
of the loremoot cities in Canada, I am 
not autliorized by any paving company 
to make these remarks, nor do 1 expect 
to g-.'t any remuneration more than the 
deliulit 1 thould expect to enjoy when 
some time I pay you another vieit, and 
(ind you aie not only up to the limes 
with your buildings, but also with your 
nicely laid out thoroughfares."

To THE Editor: — It ia a matter of 
aurpriae that the propositiona embodied 
iu the proposed contract between tbe 
government of Canada and Mesbrs 
Mann & Mackenzie to baild a short line 
of raUwEiy between tke Stikine river and 
Tealin Lake in BHtish Columbia should 
receive bo little adverse oomment 
through the provincial press, especially 
when public opinion ie so condemnatory 
of its provisiona, Tor acme time past 
by public utterance and by letters to th 
press, I have endeavored to draw atten 
tion to the argenoy and importance of 
opening up communication between 
these points by trail or by wagon road 
and eventually by railway. For years ' 
has been my firm conviction that tbie 
road ia a moat important one and ought 
to be opened, for the simple reason that 
it would render accessible throuRh Oan 
adian territory a waterway extending to 
Behring sea to the west and the Arctic 
ocean to the north, thus unabling thi 
miner to readily travel tlirough an 
prospect the vaat extent of mineral 
country in the northweatern part of 
British Columbia, the Northwest Terri 
tory of Canada and the Ameri 
can territory of Alaska. It must 
be admitted, I think, by anyone 
having the interest of the country at 
heart that a road of such vaat poBsibili 
ties and importance should be solel. 
under government control, instead of 
which it is now proposed to hand it over 
mainly to a firm of contractors, givin 
them 25,000 acres of mineral land pe 
mile in the Yukon district for every mi! 
constructed by them. The contractors 
will have the riebtto locate a proportion 
of their mineral la,nda in the Yukon die 
trict as sood as each ten miles of narrow 
guage is built, tbe road between the 
Stikine and Tealin Lake being aolely in 
British Columbia. If such a contract 
had been in force when Eldorado and 
Bonanza Creeks in the Klondike region 
were discovered, Meesra. Mann and 
Mackenzie could have owned almost the 
whole region, exclusive of tho alternate 
blocks the government retain. It fol 
lows, therefore, that if this contract i 
ratilied by the parliament of Canada 
and freah placer mines b.e discovered in 
the Canadian Yukon region Meaere 
Mann and Mackenzie can become the 
owners of at least half. When one re 
members that 500 feet of the uaineral land 
accidentally discovered in this region 
has produced gold in fabulons quantity, 
making ita locator wealthy, one can 
readily see what an enormous property 
Canada may alienate for, comparatively 
speaking, an insignificant consideration 
No wonder the firm can afford to ofler 
Professor Carlyle ^25,000 a year salary to 
go to the Yukon in their employ. But 
this is not all, for the contractors are 
only to pay the government 1 per cent 
royalty on the; precious riictnla pro' 
duced, whereas the miner who makes 
the di8(;overy and brings the region into 
prominence lias to pay 10 per cent., no 
matter what his gold costs liim to pro 
duce. To cap the climax the parlia- 
ment of Canada is to be asked to legis- 
late away a constitutional right of the 
provincial legislative assembly by em 
bodying a provision in tho contract to 
the efTect that for five years from the let 
September, 1808, no line of railway 
shall be authorized to be conatracted 
from Lynn Canal or from any point 
near the international boundary between 
Canada and Alaska, or in other words, 
through the Province of British Columbia 
into the Yukon, nor any aid in money or 
land be granted to any other contractor 
for this purpose. During the ten y ears 
from September 1, 1898, Mann and Mac- 
kenzie are also to be given the prefer- 
ence in any aid the government may see 
fit to grant towards the building of a line 
of railway from any ocean port in- Brit- 
ish Columbia to the Stikine river. Any 
railway from the international boun- 
dary line will be in British Colombia, 
provided it comes from the ocean, It is 
a practical certainty that a road will be 
built in the next few years from an 
ocean port in British Columbia to tho 
Stikine, to join the Stikine-Teslin road. 
So that either or both of the lines of 
railway referred to in tbia contract are 
in British Columbia and can be now 
chartered by our legislative assembly. It 
is presumable that as the ratification of

[oUowa, therefore, that if the country 
is to be saved from this insane bargain 
and vast monopoly its only hope rests 
in the senate resisting the measure. It 
would be an extraordinary anomaly if 
Canada was saved by the senate. The 
proper course to my mind with regard 
to this road is for the government to 
build it immediately, this should have 
been done before now. One almost de- 
spairs for Canada when the Toronto 
Globe and Sir Eichard Cartwright sup- 
port Buoh a proposition as the Mana- 
Mackenzie contract. It will be In'ereBt- 
ing to observe who its supporters in this 
province are. No person who does so 
can consistently thereafter condemn the 
C.P.K. Co., subsidies, the Island railway 
grants, tbe Casaiar Central or any of the 
other measures of that kind, for the 
simple reason that tlie Mann-Macker.zie 
contraetia a more potentioua giveaway 
than either. The urgency plea will not 
stand investigation. Its contention con- 
demns the governments of Canada and 
of this province. The government knew 
last year when parliament and the legis- 
lative assembly were in session that the 
opening of even a good pack trail be- 
tween the Stikine and Tealin lake was an 
urgent necessity. The discoveries in the 
Klondike region were as well known in 
oflicial circles and to many of the public 
then as now. But what is to prevent 
the government evep at this late day 
building and payins in cash for 125 
miles of road aa quickly and as econom- 
ically aa any contractor can do. The 
opening of this road ia undoubtedly ur- 
gent. It has been urgently required for 
years past.
